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New Program Serves Juvenile Offenders

The 34th District Court — located at 
11131 South Wayne Road, near Romu- 
lus City Hall — has announced the be- 
ginning of a new program for juvenile 
offenders in our community. The pro- 
gram will permit the youths to receive 
needed services at a local level rather 
than in Detroit, where the large volume 
of more serious cases can result in 
lesser offenders “slipping through the 
cracks.” 


According to Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks-Green, the court will be working 
closely with area police departments, 
and has hired Debra Nelson, a full-time 
juvenile probation officer, to work di- 
rectly with offenders and their families. 
Nelson will also hold monthly meetings 
with each youth at his/her school in 
order to monitor progress. Local com- 
munity-service opportunities will pro- 
vide a means for young offenders to 
“work off” their debts right in their own 
town. 

“We're very excited about working 
with the police on a program that has 
the potential to make such a difference 
in our area youth,” Brooks-Green stated. 
“By keeping these matters at a local 
level, we have a much greater chance 
of making an impact on these kids’ 
behavior.” 

Judge BrianA. Oakley concurs with 
Brooks-Green’s assessment. 

“For example,” he explained, “a 
juvenile who is caught smoking and 
sent to the Detroit court Downtown is 
likely to get lost in a gigantic case-load 
shuffle. By keeping this type of case 
right here in our own community, the 
local police, the family, and our juvenile 
probation officer can all work together 
to establish some very real conse- 
quences for these kinds of violations.” 

The Romulus Help Center is also 
working with the Court to develop par-

ent and teen groups that will assist 
teenagers' families in dealing with every- 
day problems, as well as more serious 
issues such as substance abuse. Re- 
ferrals to outside agencies for counsel- 
ing and recreational activities will be 
provided to families participating in the 
program, as needed.

Amendments Would Make State Safer

Those of us who work in an office 
environment don't usually spend much 
time wondering if our workplace is safe. 
When we send our children to school 
each day, we don't usually worry about 
whether we are putting them in danger 
of violence. 

Unfortunately, recent incidents of 
workplace deaths and school violence 
have shown that our assumptions of 
safety are often incorrect. 

Workplace Hazards 

According to the Michigan Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Administration 
(MIOSHA), 87 people who worked in 
programs that fall under MIOSHA's juris- 
diction died in Michigan in 1999 be- 
cause of unsafe working conditions. In 
1998, the number of fatalities was 68. 
’ Each year, almost 300,000 workers are 
injured on the job in Michigan; across 
the Country, that number is about 6.3 
million. And though companies may be 
diligent in their efforts to create a safe 
environment, the statistics clearly show 
that not all of them are succeeding in 
those efforts. Something is wrong. 


That's why many of my colleagues 
are supporting a provision that would 
fund the hiring of five additional gen- 
eral-industry safety inspectors, five con- 
struction-industry safety inspectors, and 
five industrial hygienists to supplement 
MIOSHA's current staff of about 73 
inspectors. 

since its beginnings in 1975, the 
purpose of MIOSHA has been to ensure 
that all Michigan employees have safe 
and healthful work environments that 
are free from recognized hazards. In 
order to realize this objective, MIOSHA 
requires that employers keep records 
of work-related fatalities, all occupa- 
tionally related illnesses, and all work- 
related injuries that resultin loss of time, 
loss of consciousness, restriction of work 
or motion, transfer to another job, or 
medical treatment other than first aid. 
School Violence 

With a classroom tragedy in our 
own backyard, my House colleagues 
and | supported $500,000 in the State 
budget for the developmentofaprogram 
that police can present to students, 
upon the request of a school district.

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Local Attorney Attributes His 
Success To Solid Work Ethic

In the 16 years since local attorney 
Murray A. Duncan, Jr., first hung out his 
shingle, he's made a quiet success of 
his one-man practice — and he's done it 
through good old-fashioned hard work. 

Born in Detroit and raised in a pre- 
dominantly blue-collar neighborhood of 
Westland, Duncan became well ac- 
quainted with the Great American Work 
Ethic during his formative years. His 
sincere belief that greater effort brings 
greater rewards carried him through his 
graduation from John Glenn High School 
in 1975 and buoyed him during the 
grueling decade or so which followed tt. 

"| was married at 19 and had my 
first child at 21," said Duncan. "Need- 
less to say, | couldn't spend all my time 
studying to become a lawyer; | had a 
family to support.” 

So while he was working toward a 
Bachelor of Science degree (with dis- 
tinction) in criminal justice at Wayne 
State University (1979) anda Juris Doc- 
tor degree at the Detroit College of Law 
(1984), Duncan was also employed as 
a full-time assembly-line worker at Gen- 
eral Motors’ Willow Run plant. He con- 
tinued at GM for an additional three 
years while his fledgling practice got off 
the ground. 

"The years between 1984 (when | 
opened my office at 10000 Wayne Road) 
and 1987 (when | could finally afford to 
quit working at GM) were pretty rough,” 
Duncan recalled, "Each day, I'd work in 
the office until two o'clock, then work the 
afternoon shift at Willow Run. Sleep 
and | were pretty much strangers to 
each other. If it hadn't been for the fact 
that | sometimes got to see my wife 
Jane atthe office, where she was work- 
ing as secretary and bookkeeper, we 
might have been strangers, too." 

Since those early days, Duncan 
has built a solid practice by helping his 
steadily growing clientele through life's 
legal difficulties: divorce and child-cus- 
tody cases, real-estate transactions and 
bankruptcy, drunk-driving arrests and
